Great Lakes and Ohio River Division Environmental CoP Conducts Video 
Teleconference

On July 16, 2004, the Great Lakes and Ohio River Division (LRD) Environmental Community of 

Practice (ECoP) conducted a video teleconference (VTC) presentation in cooperation with the Institute of 
Water Resources (IWR) on Cost Effectiveness/Incremental Cost Analysis (CE/ICA) in Ecosystem 
Restoration Planning.  The VTC was hosted by the Nashville District Office, which was linked to IWR.   
The VTC was broadcast to the LRD District and Division Offices.  There were an estimated 60 
participants in attendance.  Ray Hedrick, an Environmental Analysis and Compliance Regional Technical 
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Specialist in the Nashville District Office moderated the VTC and opened the session by presenting an 
overview of the ECoP VTC topic.  Following Mr. Hedrick, a presentation on CE/ICA and IWR Plan was 
provided by Shana Heisey, an economist with IWR.  Ken Orth, team leader of the IWR Planning CoP, 
assisted in the presentation and helped answer questions on the subject.  The presentation generally 
covered Corps guidance and policy on the CE/ICA, the importance of using the CE/ICA in the planning 
of civil works ecosystem restoration projects, and the utilization of IWR Plan to conduct a CE/ICA for 
ecosystem restoration projects.  An extended question and answer session between District and Division 
staff and the subject matter experts followed VTC presentations from IWR.  For additional information on 
the LRD ECoP presentation please contact Dr. Hank Jarboe at (513) 684-6050 or by e-mail at 
hank.jarboe@usace.army.mil.
